U ik.-* have also suffered with 
ot liiT shallow-rooted tiinlH^ir, wiul'.; t':;e 
huckleberry trade has been ail but 
ruined by the withering of the sbrao- 
bory. 

Bince Jnly 81 tliere have lH»ea but 
three light rains of a piuely local eliai - 
acter m iiurtiiern ludiana, and tlii^sc 
have not perceptilily affected the pri - 
vailing drouth. The Wabash, Mis,- s 
sinewa .S;damouie, St. Mary's and 
White river all have their origin not far 
from U.'iioa I'ity, be.side.s a number it 
other smaller str(?ams. The pnnc:,! 1 
watershed of ludiana is located rlief. 
anil the pr"sent season is an illustrai m i 
of what would happen should tUei ■ 
ever be a complete tawuM in th« Imtiul 
sujiply. 

The streams named are now mere 
rivulets, the Wabash, which is the mo.-! t 
important of them all, boiU!/ so low r 
blullton that the city is anable to g 
watijr from it sufficient for its do;ni'^' 
supply. The Salamouie in its u;i," r 
portion is completely dry, and a l.uge 
port of the Mi.ssissiuewa's coiir.s<' i-- 
marked only by pools. 

A general shortage of crop.s has l>eeii 
the natural consequence ot this de- 
ficiency iu moisture. The normal rain- 
fall for the period from Juu. 1 to Aui. 
15 would be 80.58 inches, but thissea:ion 
only 18.78 inches hasfuleu. A short- 
age of 10.75 is apparent. 

Pastures are blown bui'e and the h'^y 
orop will be li failoi-e.

The accidental tloi^lingof the Americus 
iiid Sleepy IIoll.w Uiiiies yesterday 
ittcrnoou caused the deatli, it is l)e- 
l.eved, of li miners. Every etfort is be- 
ing made to rescue the uni'ortunote 
men, but little hope is entertained. 

A little after 3 ii'clock the water in 
the lower workings of Fisk mine, east 
of the main shaft, broke through the 
old workings of the vein tliat has not 
l)een worked for a number of years. 
Coursing eastward, it struck the Amer- 
icus, where two Italian miners, whose 
names have not been learned, were at 
work in the lower part of the Shafl. 
They were both drowned. 

lu Its course, the water diverted to 
the Sleepy Hollow mine, the easterly 
portion of the Fisk vein.- Fourteen 
men were working in the Sleepy Hol- 
low, three of whom escaped. A courier 
was sent to the a^ljaccut mines, and all 
their workmen escaped. 

Those in the Sleepy Hollow whose es- 
cape was shnt off, were ae follows: N. 
Vegas, B. Brockeu, Brower Prisk, Wil- 
liam Prisk, Thomas E. Prouse, Thomas 
WlUiams, M. P. Laooni, Thomas Cal- 
bos, J. Harris, 8. VoUefo and John 
Parks. 

The soonding of the whistle gave the 
first signal of disaster, and soon tlte 
shaft 4niilding of the Sleepy Hollow 
mine was so pocked with the familiee 
and friends of the imprisoned minen 
and those anxious to render assistance 
that it was almost impossible for the 
work of rescue to proceed. 

Deputy Sheriff W. W. Williams 
hnally aiTived on the ground. The 
building was cleared and practical 
minors offered their services in lowering 
the bucket. The farthest depth attained 
was 3^0 feet, the accumulated gaa 
forced up by the rising water being stioh 
that 1 candle would not bom Ot a great- 
er depth. 

A .-ecoiid ettort was made, a larger 
sized satV'ty laaip having been placed in 
111.' bucket. The rescuer who first de- 
scended in the bucket, Mr. H. Prisk, 

was found at tli- :(;:!0 foot level. On 
reaching the suriace lie was almost in 
an insensible coaihtioa Oilier volun- 
teers went dosva .iltcrward, but were 
not succosliil in reaching a lower point 
iu the sluif'. owing to tiic rising ot the 
water. KjlXia water bu<-kets wn- >ent 
for and brought to tin- mine, winch are 
now workni ; with a view of lowering 
tbe water, the mairnjers of the prop- 
erty were oil the ground and were very 
as.suiuous 111 their efforts to relieve tho 
men. The two in the Americus are 
without doubt dead. Those in tho 
^icepy liollow. unless they can be 
found in Sinn.- ot the slojies, have met 
dealli in a siiiiil.ir manner. 

L^ver siaci llie closing down of the 
pumps m tlie incline shaft of the New 
Ln-egory Mining company, tlie waters 
in that shaft have been gradually 
rising, the owners of the Fisk mine 
having bel li driven out of the lower to 
the upper Workings. This was due to 
tlif inability of the owners of the Fisk 
and Sleepy Huiiow to agree upon a 
plau to pro-rate th-- li imago.
